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POLICEMEN RESCUING A CITIZEN 
FROM TAR PERILS OF HELL GATE. 


A Squad of 23d Precinct Officers Risking 
their Lives. 


Happy fuccess of the Adventure. 


A remarkably perilous adventure was recently 
hazarded by a squad of the 28d Precinct police, 
for the very praiseworthy object of rescuing a fel- 
low citizen from threatened death. The time of 
this noteworthy occurrence, was during the storm 
of that fearfully boisterous Sunday night, a little 
over two weeks ago, and yet fresh in the general 
memory, when winter winds were driving blinding 
snow in all directions. The circumstances that 
called forth the heroic action of the police may be 
briefly told. A citizen well known to all old New 
Yorkers by the name of Sandy Gibson, has a little 
shanty residence, located on an island in the East 
River opposite Hell Gate, known as Mill Rock. This 
island shanty Sandy Gibson has appropriated to 
himself, and there he makes his home, more espe- 
cially for the convenience it affords for Sandy’s fish- 
ing enthusiasm, the old gentleman feeding and 
supporting himself from his squatter residence, 
through the agency of his “‘ bob and sinker,” amid 
the finny tribes of the East River. Hehastwo sons, 
David and Tyler Gibson, young men, who reside for 
the most part with their father in hie shanty. Mill 
Rock, the recluse seat of this singular country resi- 
dence, is about opposite Ninetieth street, and about 
three quarters of a mile from the New York shore, 
between which and Mill Rock the waters of the 
East River roll with fearful roughness and rapidity, 
through the well-known naasage aptly desicnated 
as Hell Gate. 

During the cold weather just preceding the 
stormy Sunday heretofore referred to, Tyler and 
David Gibson had loft their island shanty and come 
to the larger island of Manhattan, leaving their 
father alone in his peculiar domicile, But mean- 
while the ice was accumulating in formidable masses 
in the perilous passages of Hell Gate, swept down 
from the more tranquil waters above, and wedging 
in avd soldering together in huge cakes between 
Mill Rock and the New York shore. ‘The passage of 
Hell Gate being thus menacingly blockaded, the 
cold increasing, and having heard no word from 
Sandy Gibson for several days, his sone in New 
York grew anxious about him, and were apprehen- 
sive at least that he might be running short of pro- 
visions. It wax therefore determined to make an ef- 
fort to get over to him, ascertain his condition, and 
if necessary, bring him over to New York. The un- 
dertaking was obviously a hazardous one. The ice 
was dangerously piled together, beneath and 
through whose broken masses the waters were run- 
ning with Hell Gate velocity. As it would not do to 
make the passage over the shaky cakes of ice, the 
only practicable alternative remaining, was to at- 
tempt to effect the object by means ofa boat. With 
these the Gibsons had a life-long familarity, as also 
with the peculiar currents of the river, end with 
their fowl-like experience, if any one could effect the 
dangerous passage, it may be reascnably supposed 
they could. Accordingly during the day, a fortnight 
ago last Sunday, David Gibson, having supplied him- 
self with the necessary boat, started from the shore 
and pushed out through the ice and rapids for his 
father’s shanty. But after along andjtedious strug- 
gle, the obstacles in the way of the river mariner 
proved too much for him. 

After a faithful battle with the elements, his boat 
finally became wedged in the ice between Mill Rock 
and New York, and wedged so solidly that it refused 
t> move a hair either way. This was perilous posi- 
tion for David. He could not go to Mill Rock, nor 
could he get back to New York. His condition was 
at once comprehended by his brothers and others 
watching from the shore,when Tyler Gibson, another 


brother, supplied himself with a boat and hurried to |

unable to move either way, and lodging about a 
hundred yards from David. Both these boate were 
now about a half a mile from shore, It was now 
aout four o’clock in the afternoon. The air gave 
ominous signs of a gathering storm, and the cold 
was obviously increasing. ‘The situation of the 
young men was at once seen to be exceedingly criti- 
cal, when anotaer brother, supported by friendly 
acquaintances, started off from shore to effect their 
rescue. But they had not gone far before they were 
compelled to stop and turn back, as it was felt to 
be evident they could not make the effort to reach 
the imperilled young men, without imminent basard 
to the lives of all. In this threatening condition of 
things the alarm was communicated, while the 
storm that raged so fiercely on that Sunday night 
was rapidly gathering. Sergeant Hicks, of the 23rd 
Precinct, reported the facts at the station-house, 
when the captain conveyed the same to the men in 
his command, and asked if any of them were will- 
ing to take the 
DEADLY RISKS or HELL GATE 
in such a season and on such a night, to effect the 
rescue of the imperilled New Yorkers. The dangers 
of the enterprise were self-evident. Whoever ven- 
tured upon it, it was now clear, would do so taking 
his life in his hand. It was a good deal even to sug- 
gest to subordinate ofticera, dependent with their 
families upon their ordinary monthly annuities, to 
brave the chances of such a hazard. But the cap- 
tain had no sooner made the suggestion than, with 
a prompt manliness that does them infinite honor, 
casting aside all considerations of danger, Rounds- 
man Connolly, followed by five cther officers, stepped 
torward, and volunteered their services to goon the 
perilous errand. It was enough for them to know 
that a human life was in imminent danger, to com- 
mand forthwith their best services, as well as enlist 
their generous sympathies. This heroic element 
hore manifested, enters vitally, we conceive, into the 
character of the truly model policemen. The names 
of these noble men are every way worthy of the 
fullest record, and we therefore give them as fol- 
ows :—Roundsman Connolly, and officers Hughes, 
Reed, Russell, Nolan and Haffner. These men 
having volunteered as aforesaid, and their offer be- 
ing accepted, preparations were at once made for 
the perilous passage. 
Leaving the station house, the police heroes 

Quickly reached the river bank, and ae aoon as possi- 


ble sought out the best boat that could be obtained. 
They algo supplied themselves with every other 
needful provisions, such as lights, ropes, axes, etc., 
and when all was in readiness the six men entered 
the boat together. It was now 6 o'clock, p.m. The 
Gibsons had already been locked in their icy em- 
brace for two hours—since 40’clock, Pp. u. A fearful 
snow storm was raging and tho wind was sweeping 
with almost unexampled fary. Under sueh circum- 
stances, the foregoing heroic officers pushed out from 
the shore for the object of their destination. The 
spectators witnessing their departure had little 
faith that they would ever reach their object, and 
still loss that they would ever return to land alive. 
But notwithstanding these skeptical forebodings, on 
they went, pushing through the darkness, crowding 
through the icy masses, and riding again and again 
the billowy rapids of that historical section of the 
East river. Their first object was to reach Tyler 
Gibson, as his position was by far t 1 mos: exposed, 
threatening him with more immediate danger. To 
effect this end they struggled long and hard,-with 
the patience and fearless hardihood of genuine he- 
roes. Sometimes they were compelled to leave the 
boat, and at the risk of sinking through the iee into 
the roaring torrent, drag their little bark by main 
strength through the wedged mass es of ice. Then 
again they rode in their miniature craft over the 
tempestuous waters, while huge cakes of ice were 
rushing by and dashing against the boat, threaten- 
ing it with momentary destruction.

Such men are fit sen- 
tinels to guard a state, if not to save an empire. 
We have deemed it our simple duty, to meke this 
full record of this action of these men of the 33rd 
Precinct. The same high-toned fidelity to duty per- 
vading the entire force, would make the New York 
Metropolitans the model police force of the world. 

Soon after the 23rd Precinct men had reached 
Tyler Gibson in their small boat, the regular volice 
boat (a steam tug) was sent up by Capt. Hartt and 
took off David Gibson also in safety. But the differ- 


is palpable—the one being effected at the risk of 
every life connected with it, and the other being 
safely compassed by means of a steam tug. Honor 
to whom honor is due, 
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Ovr Pvusiic Scuoois.—The most recent piece 
of Albany brigandage upon the rights of the cit- 
izens of New York, proposes to replace the pre- 
sent one hundred and fifty-seven elected and ap- 
pointed officers, who ‘gratuitously look after the 
school interests in the various wards, by a com- 
mission of seven members, with salaries to be 
paid out of the City Treasury. Such an altera- 
tion shows upon its face its utter impracticability. 
Seven men to do the work of a hundred and fifty- 
seven! It is sheer nonsense to suppose that any 
commission of seven men could attend properly 
—or at all for that matter—to the complex 
workings of an extensive system, embracing some 
270 male teachers, 2,000 female teachers and some 
120,000 attendizg pupils. Due attention to the 
wants, &c., of the schools is secured by our pre- 
sent system, for the reason that the school trus- 
tees are elected in their respective districts, and 
their duties are coufined thereto ; and the plan, 
moreover, preserves an equilibrium between the 
elected and the appointed officers. The trustees 
are elected by the same constituencies that elect 
Assemblymen, and at times may have chosen a 
black sheep in the one instance, as no doubt there 
have been in tke other. But that makes nothing 
against our existing mode of carrying out the 
school laws. It is a scheme bristling at all points 
with wholesome guards and checks, all aiming at 
the one grand point, viz. : to give our children a 
sound, thorough English education, and to do 
that at the lowest cost compatible with efficiency. 
The trustees have no more power to dispose of 
tho school moneys than a private individual has ; 
thoerofore it may not be said that they waste it; 
for they actually, were they so disposed, have no 
chance to squander a penny of it. They cannot 
make a coutract above $20 a month, in currency, 
and the inspectors in every district must sign 
every bill before a dcllar will be paid by the Board 
of Education, who only have the right to disburse 
the school fund. It has been asserted that the 


trustees are given to nepotism. Now to that 


charge, they certainly are not obnoxious, because 


of the very provisions of the existing school law, 
which require that every candidate for a scholas- 
tic appointment ehall pass through an examina- 


tion before the Superintendent of Public Schools 
in the presence of two inspectors. The trustees 


may then appoint those declared to be qualified, 


but they cannot give them any salary, save that 
laid down by the by-laws cf the Board of Educa- 
tion, nor can they displace a teacher without the 
sanction of the inspectors, and even then the 
teacher hag the right of appeal. 

The whole scheme is a harmonious unit by wise 
counsels, most happily adapted to the great end 
in view—the wholesome education of our youth. 
Strangers from abroad and from other States have, 
over and over, borne willing testimony to the ad- 
mirable workings of our public schools. They 
are superior to any schools of the kind in the 
State, if not in the country, and none are better 
aware of that fact than the slimy intriguers who 
are trying to wrest the management of them from 
the tax-payers of the city. It is idle to say that 
there exists the faintest shadow of a reason for 
making the alteration proposed by this new-fan- 
gied iniquitous scheme. As an unblushing at- 
tempt to prostitute to base political ends a most 
important branch of our social economy—one, 
the purity of which we should ever strive to re- 
tain unzullied —this proposed public school ““Com- 
mission” staggers us by the intrinsic infamy of 
its innate turpidity. Has it come to this pass 
in our public and social affairs that the control of 
our children’s education, and its attendant mone- 
tary opportunitiesfonly will satisfy the grasping 
hands of the men who are seeking to further de- 
plete the pockets of our people. As well might 
they propose to manage by a commission the se- 
cular affairs of all the churches in New York, or 
re-distribute the graves in Greenwood and else- 
where. Doubtless they do not question their 
ability to do so ; ,but likely they do, as to whether 
it would pay just yet. In the name of decency, 
of common honesty, of justice to this city—which, 
from its school revenue, helps schools through- 
out the State—for the sake of our children, for 
the abashment of effrontery and thievery—for all 
these considerations and many more that might 
be added, we do most earnestly protest against 
the management of our school affairs being taken 
out of the hands of our own citizens for the bene- 
fit of the hungry hordes who haog around the 
Legislative balls at Albany.

SENTENCED To Four YEARS AND six Monrtus 
]MPRISONMENT. 


Our readers have already been informed in de- 

tail of the remarkable child-murder, which oc- 

curred in June last, in Orleans Co.,N. Y. The 

perpetrator was a clergyman of that county, known 

as Rev. Joel Lindsley, and the outrage was inflict- 

ed upon his own child, a little boy three years of 
age. The father committed the felony in the act 

of whipping the child, by way of correcting its ob- 

stinacy for a refusal, it is said, to say its evening 

prayers. In his effort to enforce this rule of grace, 

the Rev. Mr. Lindsley chastised and exhorted that 

infant boy alternately, for two hours and a half, at 
the expiration of which time the child died in the 

clergyman’s arms, still refusing to say the required 
rayers. The instrument used in administering 
the punishment was a narrow strip of shingle. In- 

tense popular indignation was awakened at the 

time of this outrage. The child on subsequent ex- 
amination at the Coroner’s inquest was found fear- 
fully marked and discolored from head to foot. 

Even the soles of its feet bore decided traces of in- 
juries, resembling blisters produced by the appli- 
cation of flames of fire. The child, while of highly 
sensitive organization, was yet remarkably healtby 
and of no less remarkably bright intelligence, 

On the averment of these general facts, the 
Grand Jury of Orleans County indicted the Rev. 
Joel Lindsley for manslaughter in the second de- 
gree. The trial on this indictment came off at 
Albion, Orleans Co., on Friday and Saturday of 
last week, the Hon. Judge Daniels presiding. No 
unusual interest at ended the progress of the trial. 
The District Attorney was assisted by Mr. M. J. 
Newton, a well known lawyer of Rochester, and 
the defence was aided by Governor S. E. Church 
and J. W. Graves, Esq. as counsel. The prosecu- 
tion made out a decidedly strong case against the 
prisoner, fully sustaining the main facts heretofore 
published, and showing a case of parental cruelty, 
that under all the circumstances, was positively 
barbarous. 


An ample corroboration of the foregoing re- 
marke will be found in the subjoined, which we ex- 
tract from the mass of evidence adduced by the 
prosecution : 


William H. Chamberlin sworn —Reside in Me- 
dina ; am a physician and surgeon ; have practiced 
six years; in June last was a coroner of this 
county ; was called to the house of Joel Lindsley to 
hold an inquest on a child on the evening of June 
19th last; went on the morning of the 20th; saw 
the child dead about 9 or half-past in the morning ; 
made a thorough examination when I first saw the 
child; the child was laid in a coffin; nothing was 
visible but the head, and its face and neck were 
covered with myrtle leaves; removed the flowers 
and leaves and took the child out of the coffin ; the 
hande wvs~ ptuuva Gun UDUEP drers at aco 
side ; the folds of the dress were w:epped around 
the hands and pinned on the under side; laid child 
on a table, assisted by Dr. Crawford; took all 
clothing off and we examined the child; there 
were several gentlemen present; on the face there 
were three or four abrasions or discoloratisns of 
the skin; they looked dark, as if hit with a hard 
substance ; these spots were half or three-fourths 
of an inch in size—irregular in shape ; on one side 
across the jaw was a mark from two and a half to 
four inches long— was a mark as if made with the 
edge of something; discoloration an inch and a 
half wide ; discoloration deepest in center and fad- 
ing to the edges ; each arm and shoulder were dis- 
colored from the shoulder to the tingers and inside 
of the arms; it indicated an injury by some hard 
substance ; it was mottled in color; both arms the 
same ; the hands were discolored in the same way, 
and the skin was knocked off in many places—the 
skin was literally off the backs of the hands and 
the nails were torn up ; did not sce the nails loos- 
ened at the roots; the child looked healthy and 
plethoric; on the abdomen was a bloody spot, but 
no injury of the chest or abdomen could be seen; 
the blood was dry but looked fresh; it may have 
been there several days; I thought at the time 
that it came from a wound, and think so yet; the 
hips and legs were in about the same condition as 
the hands; the hip bones, front and rear, down to 
the knee were discolored and looked like the arms; 
it indicated that it had been hit a grcat many 
times with a hard substance ; did not discover that 
the skin was broken ; for about three inches about 
the knees there was no discoloration; thore was 
the same appearance down the feet, except on the 
inside of the limbs; the feet looked like the hands ; 
the skin was knocked off in a great many places 
and the nails were torn up and looked like the 
finger nails; the bottoms of the feet looked as 
though they had been blistered ; the skin was off 
on the bottom of each foot as large as a half dol- 
lar ; these marks indicated an injury; it may have 
been done by the shingle that Lindsley used to 
chastise the child with ; it might not have required 
a severe blow; it is said that the skin may be 
broken by concussion with air under the weapon 
used to strike the blow ; this injary may have been 
done with a lamp held under the feet; saw no 
other marks on the bottom of the feet except those 
I have described; we made a post morfem examin- 
ation of the chest of the child; discovered that 
the organs were healthy and saw no indication of 
disease; should think the child was perfectly 

healtby ; the appearance of the injuries upon this 
child did not indicate a great degree of force, but 

force often repeated; I think the beating this 

child received caused its death ; | held an inquest 

on the body as Coroner: saw defendant Lindsley 

on that day; he was in his house; he gave the 

circumstances of the whipping ; he said about 9 

o’clock on the night of its death his wife went to 

correct the child for something it refused to do; 

she failed to make him mind and asked him to do 

it; he said be commenced correcting him with a 

piece of a shingle; he whipped and talked to him 

alternately for two and a half hours; he reasoned 

with him and tried to make him mind; at the end 

of two and a half hours saw a change, stopped 

whipping him, laid him on a couch, and called his 

wife ; she came and said, « Why, Johnny is dying!” 

he said he guessed not, and took him off the 

lounge, and he died in his arms; he said the child 

fainted or had a spasm ; it rolled up its eyes and 

became stiff and died; I cannot estimate the num- 

ber of blows inflicted; I think there must have 

been several hundred. 


Cross-examined—I called a jury after I took the 
child from the coffin; we made the examination 
before the jury came. Lindsley told me he had no 
idea of doing the child any damage ; he did not say 
that he had made a mistake, or had misjudged ; he 
said he was not angry at all or in a passion. 
Direct resumed-—if the child died in a fit, | think 
his nervous condition, resulting from the whipping, 
produced the fit. 
Cross-examined—An extremely nervous child 
may faint under the fright and die—be frightened 
to death. 
The defence made an ingenious effort to show 
mitigating circumstances, and soften the hard fea- 
tures of the case. It was represented that the de- 
fendant had been suffering from nervous and phys- 
ical prostration throughout the greater part of his 
lite, and that the effect of this had been to weaken 
his mind and all bat destroy his judgment. It was 
further contradicted by a portion of the evidence 
as, 7 defence that the child was as badly injured 
rosecutio:

Re-direct—An examination of the brain of this 
child might might have revealed an extravasation 
of blood sufficient to cause death. 
Among the witnesses for the accused were his 
brother, his sister-in-law and his aged father now 
in his eightieth year. The unhappy son is thirty- 
eight years old, and has married his second wife. 
His first wife—the mother of the deceased child, 
died when that child was bui two years old. Had 
the luckless boy been permitted to live he would 
have been four years old this present February. 
After a careful trial which lasted two days— the 
24th and 25th ult,,an able summing up by the 
counsel, and a lucid charge by the Court, the case 
was submitted to the jury, who after a deliberation 
of some six hours returned a verdict of guilty of 
manslaughter in the second degree. 
The next day, Saturday, counsel for the prisoner 
raoved for a suspension of sentence, which motion 
was denied. 
The prisoner, in response to the question if he 
had anything to say why sentence should not be 
pronounced upon him, arose and addressed the 
ourt. 

He said, in substance, tbat he loved his child 
dearly ; that the thought of injuring him never 
once entered his mind ; that he undertook the pun- 
ishment solely for the good of the child, without 
anger or passion, and that during the whole pun- 
ishment nene but kindly feelings for his boy were 
in his heart. He deplored the fatal error of judg- 
ment more deeply than any other persons could. 
He saw it when too late, He repeated that he 
had no thought to harm his child. He bore no 
sense of guilt mixed with the agony his unhappy 
act brought upon him. Had he felt that he had 
commited a crime, done an intentional wrong, he 
should have plesded guilty when arraigned. 

The prisoner was deeply affected, as also were 
the audience as they listened to the pathetic words 
of the seemingly heart-broken man. 

At the conclusion of his address, Judge Daniels 
delivered the sentence of the Court, which was 
that he be imprisoned at Auburn for four years 
and three months. 

This is the shortest time that could be awarded, 
the punishment under the law may range from four 
to seven years. 

A bill of exceptions has been settled, on which 
a defense will take the case to the General

HEART-RENDING TRAGEDY 
IN TROY, N.Y. 


The Results of Rum and Passion. 


A Peacefal Citizen Shot Dead in the Street 
What Led to the nouvuutios 


THE PROVOCATION—IF ANY. 
Conflicting Testimony Setore; the Coro 





The Assessin Committed for Trial. 


On the evening of the 26th ult. the city of Troy, 
N. Y., was the scene of one of those shocking tra- 
gedies, the occurrence of which startle whole com- 
munities, and awaken conflicting emotions of sor- 
row for the slain and indignation against the author 
of acauseless sacrifice of human life. The par- 
ties to this sad affair were two young men of most 
respectable position and connections, respectively 
named Joel B. Thompson, the son of a widowed 
mother, engaged asa wholesale fruit and oyster 
dealer, and Thomas H. Bailey, the engineer of the 
Rankin steamer company. Bailey’s connection 
with the fire department gave him a good deal of 
prominence in the city, and in every wise he was 
much respected asa sober, industrious citizen. 
Both, as we have said, were respectably connected. 
Poor Bailey leaves a young wite to whom he had 
not been married a year, a mother and a large cir- 
cle of friends to mourn his loss, while his slayer, 
by a mad act, to say the least of it, has plunged a 
doating mother, two sisters and a young brother 
into the deepest vortex of mental misery. 


The foul deed was the work of but a moment.— 
A word spoken, a blow alleged to have been given, 
a pistol drawn, a flash, a freport, and the bullet 
speeds its way to the vitals of the strong man, who 
falls weltering in his gore, and immediately gasps 
bis last breath. 

As far as we can ascertain, the remote cause ot 
the murder is said to have been an insult given by 
Thompson to Bailey’s sister, Miss Joanna Bailey, 
a teacher in one of the public schools of the city, 
and a young lady of the very highest respecta- 
bility, and the most excellent associations in so- 
ciety. The more direct cause of the act was rum 
—Thompson being at the time of its commission 
somewhat under the influence of liquor, though 
not by any means drunk in the fullest acceptation. 
Formerly, Thompson’s propensity to drink broke 
out in frequent scenes of debauchery and revel, 
but about eighteen months ago he signed the 
pledge, and up to within the past week or two had 
led a perfectly sober and temperate life The 
heart of his widowed mother was cheered by the 
work of reformation, and the promise it gave of a 
life of usefulness and honor to her son, who, when 
he was Joel B. Thompson, was generous, kind- 
hearted and courteous in his demeanor towards all. 
But the promise was broken at last. The fatal cup 
was again seized, and like hundreds and thousands 
of others its victim fell. 

On the occasion of this last fatal intoxication, it 
seems that Thompson met Miss Baily with a lady 
friend on River street and placing his hands before 
his mouth funnel-fashion, blew a discordant sound 
into Miss Bailey’sear. She turned and remarked, 
“< That is not very geptlemanly,’”’ when Thompson 
replied with a vulgar expression. Miss. B. passed 
on home where she found ber brother Thomas, to 
whom she detailed the circumstances of Thom 
son’s rude conduct, Without any remark he left 
the house and passed down the street to the Ran- 
kin engine house, where he met John Law, the 
driver of the company, whom he asked to take a 
walk. They two pr d down River St. and 
on the way Bailey explained to Law the way his’ 
sister had been insulted, and that he simply intend- 
ed to caution Thompson not todo soagsin. While

Officer Hotchkin who took Thompson into cus- 
tody testified that when he arrested him, Thomp- 
son asked him what he (witness) should do «if a 
mar larger than I was, should step up and strike 
him in the face? Prisoner's pistol was takon from 
his pocket in the station house. On his way there 
he remarked that he had no ill-will or hard feelin 
towards deceased, nor ever bad; he also said, “⸗ 
hope he is not hurt,” also, «you know I am in 
good feeling and friendship with all the boys at the 
steamer house ;”’ he afterwards repeated the ques- 
tion what I should do in case a man should strike 
me; I replied, «‘ that would depend upon circum- 
stances ;”’ at the station house, a man came in and 
reported that Bailey was dead! Thompson said, 
ss George, you know I wouldn’t harm any one;” 
I saw Thompson that same evening about 7 o’clock 
he was then intoxicated: subsequently when he 
was arreated he was slightly intoxicated. 

Sergeant Dexter testified that the prisoner was 
slightly under the influence of liquor when brought 
to the station house ; he was talking, saying he did 
not mean to do it, &c.; asked him for his pistol; he 
handed it over; it was a seven-shooter and had 
one barrel discharged ; after the crowd in the sta- 
tion house went out I asked Thompson, “« how was 
it,” or something to that effect; he replied, 
ss Bailey came along, took me by the ear, turned 
me partly around, and then slapped me aside of 
the head ;”? he said nothing more; he said no- 
thing during the evening abcut having a previous 
difficulty with Bailey. 

At this stage of proceedings, the inquest was ad- 
journed till the next evening and upon being thus 
resumed, John A. Law. who was in company with 
the deceased at the time of the tragedy, gave very 
important testimony. In his evidence he swore 
positively that Bailey did not in any way assault 
or lay violent hands upon Thompson previous to 
or after the fatal shot was fired. And then, on 
the other hand, James McCormick as positively 
testfled that the deceased did strike Thompson on 
the side of the head with hisopen hand. McCor- 
mick and Thompson, it seems were together in 
company at the time of the sheoting. 

The most important testimony—and directly 
conflicting—is that of the two. witnesses above 
named. After detailing how the deceased and 
Law started in quest of Thompson, calied into sev- 
eral saloons, &c., he went on to say : nothing what- 
ever transpired in reference to this matter until we 
were near George Pratt's cigar store, going up; 
then Bailey said, «¢ there he goes across the atreet, 
Ill speak to him,” and he walked towards Thomp- 
sop, who was crossing the street to the West side, 
on the line of Grand Division street ; Bailey then 
crossed after Thompson, I following him about 
three feet behind ; when Bailey overtook Thomp-

Last Tuesday morning be started for 
Lamotte—distant ten miles from his home, and 
twenty miles nearly due south from Dubuque—for 
the purpose of serving some notices, He came on 
to Cottonville, six miles north of Androw that day, 
and staid over night at that place. In the evening 
he fell in with some soldiers who had originally 
served in the same regiment with him, and together 
they went off to a dance, remaining quite late. 
Wednesday morning he came on to Lamotte, 
served his notices, met quite a number of his friends, 
conversed with them and returned to Cottonville, 
arriving there the middle of tle afternoon, and this 
was the last seen of him by his friends. Lyman 
Abbey, Esq.. an old and respected citizen of that 
place, gave Cronk twenty or twenty-five dollars in 
bills to deliver to some person at Andrew. The 
amount of ready money that he had in his et 
besides this is not stated, but it is known that he 
had a promissory note tor one hundred and sixty 
dollars. He left Cottonville for his home that 
aflerncon, and as before stated, that was the last 
seen of him. Yesterday morning (Thursday) the 
children on theit way to school, a mile south of the 
village, discovered drops of blood upon the snow, 
and going a little farther, saw a spot about ten rods 
from the main road where a violent struggle had 
‘taken placo, while the ground was covered with 
blood. An alarm was given, and the body found 
thrown over a rail fence near by, partly covered up 
with rails and snow. On examination the body 
proved to be that of Cronk, and all traces of life 
were extinct, while his hat and pants were removed, 
but the rest of his clothing was untouched. The 
corpse preserted a ghastly appearance. The fore- 
head was broken in, evidently the work of some 
heavy instrument; and there was also a hole in the 
back of the head. The horse which the murdered 
man rode was an iron gray, and had been hitched 
to a small tree near by, and was of course missing. 
Mr. Cronk was a young man of peaceable dispo- 
sition, and it is not known that he had an enemy in 
the world. He was murdered by some incarnate 
fiend or fiends for his money, and who they were, 
or what direction they have taken, is not at present 
known. 
The murdered man has a married sister residing 
in West Dubuque, by the name of Pierce, who first 
heard of the horrible affair last evening. The 
county sheriff has been notified, and parties 
throughout the State are requested to keep a sharp 
look-out for an iron gray horse, and arrest every 
person with one of a suspicious appearance. 
As may justly be imagined, Jackson county is 
wild with excitement, and the neighborhood of 
Cottonville is ablaze with feverish anxiety. The 
whole country will be scoured thoroughly, and we 
hope soon to chronicle the capture of the mur- 
derers. 
The great excitement still continues, intensified 
by the fact that no trace of the horse or the mo- 
tives that led to the perpetration of the horrible 
crime have yet been discovered. 
On the morning that the body of the murdered 
man was discovered, two men were arrested at 
Cottonville, on suspicion of knowing something 
about the affair, Friday another arrest was made, 
and yesterday still another, all the parties living at 
or near Cottonville. An examination of the ground 
where the deed was committed, shows that two men 
were engaged in the commission of the murder. 
The tracks of one of them were measured, and 
found to correspond with that of a No. 9 doot, and 
one of the men arrested wears a boot of that size. 
He was also seen with Cronk on Wednesday eve- 
ping, and says that he parted with him about 8 
o’clock near the spot where the body was found. 
An examination of the prisoners was held yester- 
day, the result of which is not ascertained.
